Railway Companies. 





Saskatchewan’s Progress. (Page 336.) 

More agricultural than either of the other “ prairie 
provinces ’’ of Canada, considerable industrial de- 
velopment, however, is taking place in Saskatchewan. 
Its mineral and power resources, too, are being actively 
investigated, and although during the past few years 
the Province has not provided a very extensive market 
for British goods, some improvement is expected as the 
wealth of the population increases. 


Foreign Coal, Iron and Steel. (Page 337.) 

Figures showing the production of coal, pig-iron 
and crude steel in certain European countries and the 
United States during July are presented. The coal 
strike in the latter caused a big decrease in coal output, 
and the production of iron and steel was also smaller 
than for some months previously.

Continued progress in the letting of space is reported 
in connection with next year’s British Industries Fair.

Particulars are given of the more important imports 
into New Zealand during June quarter. The shares 
of the chief contributing countries—the United King- 
dom, Canada, Australia and the United States—are 
shown. 


French Trade, January-August. (Page 343.) 

A decline of 4,682 million francs, or 12 per cent., is 
recorded for imports during the first eight months of 
the current year as compared with the same period of 
1926, while exports were lower by 1,862 million frs., 
or nearly 5 per cent. The trade balance for the eight 
months was favourable to the extent of 781 million 
frs., whereas in 1926 there was an unfavourable 
balance of 2,039 million frs. 


Trade of Canton. (Page 344.) 


During the first half of the current year trade con- 
ditions in Canton were comparatively free from 
political influences, with the result that business 
showed a slow but definite improvement. The silk, 
rice, tea, piece-goods and sulphate of ammonia trades 
are briefly reviewed. 


Machinery and Mill Stores for India. (Page 345.) 


It is provided by the Indian Tariff (Amendment) 
Act, 1927, that certain textile and printing machinery 
and mill stores are to be admitted duty free into India 
as from Ist October.

_ dt is announced that the recent regulations respect- 
ing the use of imported coal in Spain are applicable 
also to coke.

Finance Act, 1926, on Tuesday, 4th October, at 11 a.m., 
in the Main Conference Room of the Board of Trade 
(Room 47, 2nd Floor), Great George Street, London, 
S.W. 1. 





CHAINS AND THEIR USE. 


An invaluable booklet has been issued by the Factory 
Department of the Home Office on ‘‘ Annealing and Use 
of Wrought Iron Chains.’’ The information is based on 
the results of experiments conducted at the National 
Physical Laboratory. Chain accidents are largely 
ascribed to brittleness due to skin-hardness and to defects 
in manufacture, failure to examine chains, and ignor- 
ance as to what is a ‘‘ safe load.’’ This booklet contains 
essential facts that should be known by all chain users 
and should be in the hands of both employers and work- 
men. Its price is only one penny, and employers 
throughout the country would be well advised to purchase 
and distribute copies to those whom they employ. It will 
enable the workman concerned to take an intelligent 
interest in his work, and if the advice is followed will 
undoubtedly lead to a diminution of accidents.

EGYPTIAN MOTOR IMPORTS. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Cairo reports 
that, exclusive of tractors, the total number of motor 
vehicles imported into Egypt during 1926 amounted to 
4,762, valued at £E.747,024, as compared with 5,491 
worth £E.764,423 in 1925. The United States was the 
chief contributor with 2,421 vehicles, valued at 
£E.262,144, consisting for the most part of Ford pro- 
ducts, with a fair number of more expensive cars, and 
representing a decrease of 1,043 in number and 
£E.37,600 in value as compared with 1925. United 
Kingdom imports amounted to 270, valued at £E.61,172, 
as compared with 302 (£E.73,618) in 1925. Italy’s con- 
tribution was 1,156 (£E.222,589), which constitutes an 
increase in numbers of 132 and in value of £E.2,104 
over 1925. French imports also increased, viz., to 752 
valued at £E.167,504, from 648 worth #£E.154,171. 
Belgian imports—which were mostly confined to Minerva 
cars—increased ; but so far this competition cannot be 
looked upon as formidable.

It is satisfactory to note that imports of motor cycles 
from the United Kingdom increased in number, although 
values were very slightly reduced. Out of a total import 
of 241 valued at £H.11,351 the United Kingdom sup- 
plied 168 worth £E.7,983. It isa point of interest that, 
while competing countries are stocking their agents 
fairly heavily in proportion to the market demands, 
United Kingdom products appear to sell much more 
steadily. 





PALESTINE COMPANY LAW. 

The Department has received a copy of the official 
Gazette of the Government of Palestine containing the 
text of an Ordinance to consolidate the law of com- 
panies and cited as the Companies Ordinance, 1927.

CYPRUS LOCUST BEAN CROP. 

The Department of Overseas Trade learns from a 
reliable source that the 1927 crop of locust beans in 
Cyprus is now estimated at about 50,000 tons, of which 
1,475 tons were exported during August. 





GREEK WINE INDUSTRY. 

The British Commercial Secretary at Athens, in the 
course of his Report on the Industrial and Economic 
Situation in Greece (H.M. Stationery Office, price ls. 6d. 
net, ls. 7d. post free), states that enough wine of ex- 
cellent quality is produced in Greece to meet local 
requirements, and the yearly exports to France and 
Germany are considerable. The efforts which are being 
made to find other markets are meeting with some 
measure of success, and the exports for 1926 amounted 
to 105,000 tons as compared with 10,000 tons in 1918. 

Vineyards occupy approximately 1,500,000 stremma, 
two-thirds of which are in Old Greece. The cultivation 
of the vine had almost died out in Macedonia when the 
industry was revived in 1924 by refugee vine-growers 
from Broussa, Smyrna and, later, from Bulgaria. The 
State has assisted the revival by advancing approxi- 
mately 6 million drachmae to cultivators in the Salonika 
area, and by distributing seven million plants and 
cuttings among the refugees. These were obtained from 
France and the Greek State nurseries, and special 
measures are being taken for the prevention of 
phylloxera, which had been the cause of the reduction of 
cultivation in Macedonia in recent years. The produc- 
tion in Macedonia for 1925 amounted to 10 million 
kilogs., and it is anticipated that there will be a rapid 
increase in a year or two. 

The total production of wine for the whole of Greece 
during the years 1924-26 was as follows : —1924, 252,067 
tons; 1925, 260,912 tons; and 1926, 275,000 tons.

PROGRESS OF SASKATCHEWAN PROVINCE. 
The Officer-in-Charge of H.M. Trade Commissioner's 


Office in Winnipeg has recently concluded a visit to 
Northern Saskatchewan, where he studied conditions in 
Saskatoon, North Battleford and Prince Albert. Some. 
what earlier in the year he paid a similar visit to Regina 
and Moose Jaw, in the southern part of the Province. 
In connection with his visit to Northern Saskatchewan 
he states that that Province is more purely agricultural 
than either of the other Prairie Provinces, and accord- 
ing to the last census returns more than 75 per cent. of 
its population is classed as rural. Its prosperity, there- 
fore, is dependent even more than that of the others 
upon the success of the crop. It is pre-eminently the 
wheat-growing province of the West, the acreage sown 
to this crop last year being 13,496,457, as against 
2,285,838 acres in Manitoba and 6,056,290 acres in 
Alberta 


The population of the Province being so largeiy rural, 
the function of the cities lies principally in the distribu- 
tion of goods. Many of the Winnipeg houses have estab- 
lished branch warehouses, while the agricultural imple- 
ment companies carry large stocks at all points of 
vantage. Considerable development in industry, how- 
ever, is being experienced. Large flour mills are estab- 
lished at Moose Jaw and Saskatoon, an extensive pack- 
ing plant is in operation at Moose Jaw, and an oil re- 
finery has been located in Regina. As the population 
of the country increases further developments of this 
nature may be expected. 


INVESTIGATION OF PROVINCIAL RESOURCES. 


The Province is rich in mineral resources, but up to 
the present time little use has been made of them, as it 
has been found difficult to develop them economically. 
There is estimated to be approximately €0,000 million 
tons of a low-grade coal, much of it in the south-eastern 
portion of the Province. British and German interests 
are engaged in investigating these deposits at the present 
time. There are also large quantities of clay, suitable 
for the manufacture of a variety of products. Firebricl 
and stoneware are being made in comparatively smal! 
quantities, but production will become larger as the home 
market expands. Chemicals, such as sodium sulphate, 
magnesium sulphate, and salt are found in abundance. 


A Power Commission recently appointed by the 
Government is at the present time engaged on investi- 
gating the power resources of the Province, and it is ex- 
pected to submit a report on a proposal put forward some 
time ago for the distribution of electricity among a num- 
ber of rural communities. Apart from the feasibility 
of such a project, there is some disagreement as to 
whether power should be generated on the coal fields and 
distributed from there, or whether some power sites on 
rivers in the northern parts of the Province provide a 
better source of supply. At the present time the cities 
have their own steam plants, while a number of the 
municipalities operate their own oil engines or gas pro. 
ducers. There is a growing tendency for municipalities 
to grant franchises to private corporations for the supply 
of power, and several companies are acquiring a number 
of these franchises. Four concerns, one with head- 
quarters in the United States, one locatea in Winnipeg, 
and two in Calgary, are engaged in this business.

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One of the most important tendencies in the Province 
to-day, and one that is fostered by the Government, is 
the development of co-operation in marketing, purchas- 
ing and distribution. As regards the operations of the 
Wheat Pool, the directors of the Saskatchewan pool have 
stated that sufficient renewals have already been made to 
ensure the efficient continuance of that organisation on 
the expiration of the present contracts in July, 1928. 
Other forms of co-operation are seed pools, egg pools, 
livestock pools, and soon. An interesting development 
is the growing strength of agricultural co-operative asso- 
ciations, which maintain general stores in a number of 
towns and villages throughout the Province. There 
appears to be some likelihood of an agreement being 
reached between these bodies and the Trading Depart- 
ment of the United Farmers of Canada, Saskatchewan 
Section, whereby the latter will co-ordinate purchases for 
the smaller organisations. 


In the last few years there has been a very marked 
improvement in general conditions throughout the 
Province. The crops in a general way have been re- 
munerative, and farmers have been able to pay off much 
of their indebtedness. With the payment of taxation 
the financial situation of the municipalities has been im- 
proved, and healthy development may be expected in the 
future. In the cities likewise the apathy resultant from 
the over-expansion before the war, followed by the slump 
of 1920, seems to be passing away, and in all of them 
there has been considerable building activity during the 
present year; but there has been nothing spectacular or 
in the nature of a boom about this development. Much 
of the building has been of a residential character, and is 
indicative of a growing confidence in the future 
prosperity of the Province and of a determination to 
settle down and participate in it. 


THe MARKET FoR BritisH Goops. 


For the past few years Saskatchewan has not provided 
a very extensive market for British manufactured pro- 
ducts. Money has been scarce, and the surplus, after 
the payment of interest on mortgages and outstanding 
indebtedness, has been largely devoted to the purchase of 
the actual necessities of life, among which must now by 
almost general consent be included the motor car and 
the wireless set. Quality has counted for very little, 
price being the deciding factor in nearly every case, and 
store-keepers throughout the Province comment on the 
decline in the quality of the goods which they are called 
upon to stock. This has necessarily militated against the 
sale of British merchandise, which is, as a general rule, 
superior in quality to the local or American product, and 
the wholesale houses in Winnipeg have had seriously to 
curtail their purchases in the United Kingdom. 


It is believed, however, that as money becomes more 
plentiful quality will be taken somewhat more into con- 
sideration, and that this fact, coupled with an increas- 
ing immigration of people who have not had the same 
occasion to acquire the habit of considering only the first 
cast, will help to make the market a more attractive one 
for British goods in the future. It must not be lost 
sight of, however, that Canadian manufacturers are pro- 
ducing all the ordinary requirements of a rural people, 
and that, generally speaking, their products are quite 
adequate for the requirements of the market.

From the available information as to furnaces in blast, 
it appears that the average output of pig-iron in July, 
per furnace, was 3,690 tons in the United Kingdom, 
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0,290 tons in France, 5,770 tons in Belgium, 5,410 tons in 
Luxemburg, 9,570 tons in Germany, and 15,210 tons in 
the United States. 


FraNcE.—The July output of coal in France was 
4,126,000 tons, compared with 4,228,000 tons in July, 
1926, when there was one more working day in the 
month. The output per working day in July was about 
one per cent. below that in June. The production of 
pig-iron in July was 756,700 tons, against 734,600 tons 
in June and 778,800 tons in July, 1926. At the end of 
July there were 143 furnaces in blast, the same number 
as at the end of June. Crude steel production in July 
amounted to 666,000 tons compared with 706,600 tons 
in July of last year, the number of working days being 
the same in both months. ‘‘ Tout venant’’ (through 
and through) coal, 30/35, gras, was quoted at 119 frs. 
per metric ton (at mines) in July and August. Pig-iron, 
P.L., No. 3 (Longwy), remained unchanged at 460 frs. 
per metric ton during the same two months, while 
ingots, blooms, and billets, which had been maintained, 
on average, at 470 frs., 490 frs., and 510 frs. per metric 
ton, respectively, were reduced, on Ist September, by 
10 frs. per metric ton. On the latter date medium 
sheets were 790-810 frs. per metric ton, compared with 
820-830 frs. in the middle of July. 


Be.icium.—In July, 2,203,000 tons of coal were raised 
from Belgian mines in 25 working days, compared with 
2,098,000 tons in July, 1926, when there was one more 
working day in the month. The daily rate of pig-iron 
production in July was 10,146 tons, against 9,905 tons in 
June and 9,731 tons in July, 1926. At the end of July 
there were 55 furnaces in blast, compared with 54 at the 
beginning of the month. The production of crude steel 
per working day in July (11,889 tons) was 3-3 per cent. 
below the rate in June, but showed an increase of about 
one per cent. over the daily rate in July, 1926. Early 
in July ‘‘ tout venant’’ (through and through) coal, 
35 per cent. industrial, was reduced from 185 frs. to 
i80 frs. per metric ton, and continued at this figure in 
August. In the home market the convention rate for 
No. 3 foundry pig-iron was reduced, at the beginning 
of August, from 630-640 frs. to 610-620 frs. per metric 
ton, according to tonnage. The oflicial export price 
(f.o.b. Antwerp) was £3 5s., although it is mentioned 
that in the actual market No. 3 foundry iron was selling 
at £3 2s. per metric ton. Other export quotations per 
metric ton on 4th August and Ist September, respec- 
tively, were £3 19s. and £3 19s. 6d. for blooms, £4 6s. 
and £4 5s. 6d. for billets, and £6 and £6 2s. for plates 
of ;%, inch thickness. 


GermMany.—The July output of coal in Germany was 
12,432,000 tons, compared with 12,864,000 tons in July, 
1926. The production per working day was 478,190 
tons, against 491,080 tons in June. The daily rate of 
pig-iron production in July was 35,196 tons, against 
35,010 tons in June and 24,372 tons in July, 1926; there 
were 115 furnaces in blast at the end of July, a net 
increase of two over the number in blast a month earlier. 
The production of steel per working day was 51,535 tons 
in July, and showed a reduction of 1:4 per cent. from the 
June daily rate, but was 387 per cent. in advance of 
that recorded in July, 1926. There was no alteration 
in July or August in the price of Fettforderkohle 
(through and through coal), which remained at 14°87 
R.mks. per metric ton, while foundry pig-iron No. 3 
(Rhenish Westphalian Works) and iron bars and iron 
joists (Oberhausen) were maintained, respectively, at 
86 R.mks., 134 R.mks. and 131 R.mks. per metric ton. 
Medium sheets (Siegen), which cost 153-75 R.mks. per 
metric ton at the beginning of July, were reduced on 
3rd August to 153-20 R.mks., and a further slight 
reduction was instituted in the second half of that month. 


Unitep Srates.—The strike in the Union mines con- 
tinued to affect the output of coal in July, the total of 
bituminous and anthracite (34,528,000 tons) falling 
short of the output in July, last year, by nearly 
12,000,000 tons. Compared with June, the daily rate 
for bituminous coal showed a fall of 4:5 per cent., while 
the rate for anthracite fell by nearly 27 per cent. The 
daily production of pig-iron in July was 95,199 tons, 
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against 102,988 tons in June and 103,978 tons in July, 
1926. At the end of July there were 190 furnaces in 
blast, a net decrease of eight since the beginning of the 
month. The aggregate output of steel ingots in July 
was 3,178,342 tons, against 3,468,055 tons in June, the 
output per working day falling from 133,387 tons to 
127,134 tons. The average spot price for bituminous 
coal (at mines), compiled by the ‘‘Coal Age News,”’ 
rose from 1 dol. 88 cts. per short ton (2,000 Ibs.) on 
27th July to 2 dols. on 10th August, and a week later 
to 2 dols. 5 cts. Foundry pig-iron, No. 2, Philadelphia, 
which was reduced by 50 cts. to 20 dols. 76 cts. per 
English ton on 19th July, was maintained at this figure 
during August. Other quotations in August were as 
follow:—Bessemer billets, Pittsburg, 33 dols. per 
English ton ; open-hearth sheet bars, Pittsburg, 34 dols. 
per English ton; iron bars, Philadelphia, 2:12 cts. per 
lb.; and beams, Pittsburg, 1-80 cts. per lb.

Notes on Trade. 


BRITISH STANDARD TUNGSTEN FILAMENT 
ELECTRIC LAMPS. 


The British standard specification for tungsten fila- 
ment electric lamps, No. 161, which was issued in 1924, 
has been revised chiefly by the addition of four schedules 
for traction, vacuum train lighting, gasfilled train light- 
ing and gasfilled bus lamps. The modifications made 
are not numerous, the chief one in the general clauses of 
the specification being the addition of a switching on and 
off test. The figures in Table II of the schedules for 
vacuum and in Tables IT. and III. for gasfilled lamps 
have been slightly modified. The dimensions of the 
bayonet cap, given in Appendix IT, have also been modi- 
fied to bring them into line with the dimensions recently 
adopted by the International Electrotechnical Com- 
mission.

SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS 
TO THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


The High Commissioner for the Union of South Africa 
in London has been advised by cable from the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Pretoria, that during the week 
ended 17th September the following quantities of South 
African produce were shipped to United Kingdom

448; maize, bags, 67,191; maizemeal, bags, 96,444; grit, 
bags, 1,150; cowmeal, bags, 157; dried apples, boxes, 
100; oranges, boxes, 18,266; naartjes, boxes, 57; and 
pines, 73. 
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GOLD COAST COCOA CROP. 


The following information has been forwarded by the 
Gold Coast Government Intelligence Bureau in London 
from the Acting Director of Agriculture at Accra :— 

Eastern Province.—In the Mpraeso district the crop is 
expected to be earlier than last year. In the Bissa- 
Koforidua area there are few if any flowers setting for 
main crop as yet, and this area will give a later crop than 
usual. Central Province.—Dry weather has had a detri- 
mental effect, and, while fungoid diseases will be slight, 
the main crop will probably be smaller than last year 
and also earlier. Western Province.—Rainfall has 
varied, being higher in some districts than usual and less 
in others. This will tend to equalise the effect on the 
crop, which is expected to be normal over the Province 
and probably earlier. Ashanti.—Abnormal dry weather 
will undoubtedly cause a decrease in the amount of the 
crop, and early ripening will be usual. In consequence 
smaller pods may be expected. Disease is not prevalent, 
and damaged pods may be less than usual. 

General.—An early light crop is expected, of smaller 
pods than usual. It should be understood that in the 
absence, as yet, of facilities for obtaining accurate statis- 
tical returns this forecast is to be accepted as the observa- 
tions of a limited number of individuals on a very large 
area, and is therefore only limited in its scope. 





INDIAN WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the Indian Trade Com- 
missioner in London on the season and crops during the 
weeks ended on the dates stated :— 

Rainfall.—Calcutta, 26th September. Rainfall was 
nearly general in Malabar on six days; in Konkan on 
four days; Hyderabad, the Madras Deccan and Assam 
on three days; the Bombay Deccan on two days; and 
Mysore, on the North Madras coast, in North Hydera- 
bad, Central India, West Konkan, West Central 
Provinces and Lower Burma on one day. There were 
local or few falls of rain elsewhere. 

Crops.—Assam, 26th September. The weather 
generally was seasonable. Some damage has been done 
by floods in the low-lying areas. The outturn of autumn 
rice and jute is unsatisfactory, but prospects for other 
crops are generally fair. Bombay, 24th September. The 
agricultural outlook has improved in the Presidency, 
but damage to crops has been done by pests in the 
Deccan. The situation in Sind is unsatisfactory owing 
to the early fall of the river. Bengal, 21st September. 
Rainfall was moderate in places but generally light else- 
where. The outlook is fair except in parts of the west 
and north, but the outlook for paddy depends on suitable 
rain till the middle of November. 


INTERMEDIATE Crop REPORTs. 

North-West Frontier Province.—Cotton and Sugar- 
cane: Thearea is unchanged. The rainfall during August 
was general and beneficial and prospects are favourable. 
The outurn is average. Madras.—Sugarcane: The con- 
dition of the crop generally is fair. The crop has suffered 
in places from waterlogging, pests and insufficient water. 

Cotton: Owing to adequate summer showers second 
pickings of the 1926-27 crop are generally good in the 
central and southern districts. The current crop has 
been adversely affected in Vizagapatam owing to exces- 
sive rainfall. The early-sown crop is fair in Guntur and 
Kurneul, but will be a partial failure in Bellary and 
Anantpur if good rains are not received. Early sowing 
has not commenced elsewhere. 





BRITISH WEST INDIAN CROPS AND TRADE. 


The weather in Barbados was intensely hot during 
August, but cable advices report that good rains have 
since fallen, states Barclay’s Bank (Dominion, Colonial 
and Overseas). The young sugar canes have stood the 
dry weather fairly well, and if the rainfall is up to 
average during the rest of this year the sugar crop for 
1928 should turn out to be a heavy one. Trade condi- 
tions are satisfactory. In Trinidad the rainfall during 
July was normal, and the young sugar canes for next

year’s crop continue to show satisfactory growth. ‘The 
cocoa trees are also in a healthy condition. Local prices 
for cocoa are satisfactory, and with a continuance of 
normal weather the late autumn pickings should be good. 
Trade conditions are generally fair. 

In Jamaica active steps are being taken by the Jamaica 
Producers’ Association to establish a co-operative scheme 
for the shipping and marketing of bananas. From 
correspondence which has passed between the Jamaica 
Government and the Association it appears that the 
Governor is prepared to support the scheme, provided 
that contracts are made with growers adequate to ensure 
a sufficiency of freight, and provided that the Secretary 
of State will approve and the Legislative Council will 
pass legislation to authorise the collection of one penny 
per bunch on all bananas shipped from Jamaica. On last 
year’s exports a sum of £75,000 would have been realised 
by this means. The proposed levy is required to meet 
any claim on the General Revenue of the Island which 
may arise as a result of financial guarantees given by the 
Government in respect of the undertakings of the Asso- 
ciation, and any balance remaining after the financial 
liabilities of the Government have been met is to be 
applied to financing an Agricultural Loan Bank or to 
further the agricultural interest in some other manner 
agreed upon by the Governor and the Association. The 
latest information is to the effect that a Company is to 
be formed, called The Jamaica Banana Producers’ Asso- 
cition, Limited, which will proceed with the making of 
contracts with banana growers. 

A good yield of rice is expected in British Guiana at 
the end of the year crop. In the Leeward Islands satis- 
factory weather continues to be experienced in Antigua 
and St. Kitts, and the cultivation for the next sugar crop 
is In a very promising condition. Trade conditions are 
fair. In Dominica satisfactory prices are being obtained 
for limes. Continuous efforts are being made to improve 
the lime cultivation and cope successfully with the 
ravages of ‘‘ Withertip ’’ disease. 

In the Windward Islands the weather has been favour- 
able in Grenada for the cocoa crop, which should yield 


about 60,000 bags. Prices have been good. Trade is 
fair. In St. Vincent good weather continues. Trade is 


quiet. 





ESTONIAN OIL SHALE. 


The Estonian Legation in London report that accord- 
ing to the annual Report of the Estonian State Oil Shale 
Mine for 1926, accepted by the Government, the assets 
of the mine amount to 480,954,620 Estonian marks and 
the liabilities to 467,177,058 E.mks., thus showing a net 
profit of 13,777,562 E.mks. With a view to the further 
development of the mine, it has been decided that the 
capital of the mine shall be increased from 250 million 
E.mks. to 350 million E.mks. The Bill in this connec- 
tion will be drafted and introduced by the Ministry of 
Trade and Industry.

Exhibitions and Fairs. 


BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1928. 








AREA. 

Despite the considerable extensions carried out in both 
the London and Birmingham sections of the next British 
Industries Fair, to be held in these two centres from 
20th February to 2nd March, 1928, the available space 
in both places is going quickly. 

To date, nearly five months before the opening of the 
Fair, as much as 332,000 square feet of exhibition space, 
representing applications from as many as 1,400 British 
manufacturers, has been let. 

In London the space already let, nearly 200,000 square 
feet, represents an area of 30,000 square feet in excess 
of that occupied by the whole of the London Fair this 
year. The position in Birmingham is similar. In the 
new halls, which have had to be built to accommodate 
the largely increased number of exhibitors, the space 
already taken is larger than the total size of the last 
Birmingham Fair, which was itself the largest of the 
series of Birmingham Fairs to date. The small exhi- 
bition space now left unapplied for in Birmingham is 
going rapidly. 

PHOTOGRAPHIC SECTION. 

For the first time an organised Photographic, Optical 
and Scientific exhibit, for which a separate building has 
been assigned, is to be included in the next London Fair. 
The British Photographic Manufacturers’ Association is 
responsible for the photographic exhibits, which will 
include the very latest productions of leading British 
firms in this trade. They will include, inter alia, the 
latest novelties, which are likely to be of exceptional 
interest to overseas buyers. 

It may be pointed out that British Photographic fac- 
tories are well organised to deal with the increasing 
demand from abroad for British sensitised materials. 
Their high standard of quality has enhanced their popu- 
larity and secured for them a prominent position in the 
world’s markets. Great advances have been made 
recently in this country in speed and colour rendering 
values of both films and plates. In printing papers there 
will be a wide range of surfaces displayed, and the 
various grades are adapted to every type of printable 
negative. 

Great strides have been made by British manufac- 
turers in the mass production of low-priced cameras, 
which are now selling in large quantities in oversea 
markets. The ranges of cameras include both folding 
and box form cameras, and their special merits are their 
efficiency, attractive appearance and their suitability for 
various climates. 

On the optical side the demand of the photographer for 
increasing speed has led to the introduction of a series 
of very wide aperture lenses which are now demanded 
by Press photographers all over the world. These 
exhibits, and those of the various ranges of photographic 
chemicals, photographic accessories, specimens of artistic 
trade printing and enlarging, including portraits in 
coloured miniature, etc., should prove of great interest 
to buyers. 

Among the sections which are much larger already 
than they were at the opening date of the last Fair are 
those to be devoted to displays of Toys and Games, 
Leather and Leather Goods, Foodstuffs, Wireless, and 
Textiles and Clothing. 


At BIRMINGHAM. 


A special feature of the various sections of the Bir- 
mingham Fair, which are rapidly being organised, 
will be the demonstration to the overseas buyer that 
British industries, while maintaining the high quality 
of their products both as regards workmanship and 
durability, are prepared to adjust their prices to meet 
foreign competition where lower prices are involved. 
This statement applies particularly to the heavy section 
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of the Fair, to (among many examples) the exhibits of 
stoves and kitchen utensils, hardware, flooring and stair- 
cases, electrical mechanical engineering products, etc. 


CONCESSION TO OVERSEAS BUYERS. 


His Majesty’s Government have again arranged, in 
cases where visas are necessary, for British Consular 
Officers to grant, without charge, visas on the passports 
of bona fide buyers visiting the Fair.

GOLD COAST COLONY. 








FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-AUGUST. 

The value of imports into Gold Coast Colony during 
August was £823,146, which, compared with August, 
1926, shows an increase of £208,933, reports the Gold Coast 
Government Commercial Intelligence Bureau in London. 
The total value of imports for the first eight months of the 
year was £6,393,241, or £1,522,035 more than for the cor- 
responding period of 1926. 

The value of exports from the Colony in August was 
£627,945, an increase of £192,706 over August, 1926. For 
the period January-August, 1927, exports amounted in value 
to £8,786,146, or £2,126,428 in excess of those for the 
similar period of last year. 

Customs Revenue collected during the month of August 
amounted to £175,490, and showed an increase of £47,631 
over the collections for August, 1926. 





SOUTH AFRICA. 





CONDITIONS IN TRADE AND INDUSTRY. 

The General Managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa have forwarded the following information regarding 
trade conditions in the Union :— 

General business shows a slight improvement in nearly 
all centres. Good rains have fallen in the Western Province 
and Natal, but the drought in Karroo is still mainly un- 
broken. 

The Transvaal gold output during August totalled 863,345 
fine ounces, valued at £3,667,256, as compared with 851,86] 
fine ounces, valued at £3,618,476, in July. The daily 
average declined from 32,764 ounces to 31,976 ounces. There 
was a slight improvement in the native labour supply from 
183,702 to 184,379. Diamonds exported during August, ex- 
cluding Premier Mine and South-West Africa, amounted to 
270,342 carats, valued at £858,593. The alluvial output in 
Western Transvaal in July was 156,360 carats, valued at 
£343,817. The local market is unchanged. 

Railway earnings show a marked improvement. Those 
from 6th August to 10th September were £2,487,597, or 
£112,597 above the estimate. The total earnings from Ist 
April to 10th September were £11,005,060, or £71,987 ‘below 
the estimate. 

MARKETS AND Crops. 

The local prices for maize are weaker in sympathy with 
the overseas markets. The elevator system is practically full, 
containing on 10th September 83,000 tons of white and 
95,000 tons of yellow. Maize exports up to 10th September 
amounted to 29,000 tons. 

The official estimate of the sugar crop has been reduced 
to 245,000 tons, but prospects have now been improved by 
timely rains. 

Wool is now arriving more freely. The market is very 
firm at five per cent. above London prices. Business in the 
Mohair market is quiet. Stocks of Basuto hair are estimated 
at 1,500 bales, but supplies of winter hair are still very 
small. Prices are unchanged. | 

Hides are in demand at higher prices. Sheepskins and 
goatskins show a slight advance. 

The activity in the building trade is maintained. Orders 
in the footwear industry are now increasing. Soft goods 
business shows a_ slight improvement. The mining 
machinery market is rather quieter. The market for agri- 
cultural machinery is good in the Western Province, ‘but 
dull in the Eastern Cape.

CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 





IMPORTS AND EXPORTS, JANUARY-AUGUST. 
(From the British Commercial Secretary. ) 
PRAGUE. 


The State Statistics Office has issued provisional figures 
regarding imports into and exports from Czechoslovakia 
during August and the first eight months of the current 
vear, which show that during the month of August imports 
amounted to 1,583,452,000 Czech crowns and exports to 
1,574,937,000 crs. For the eight months the respective totals 
were 10,450,118,000 crs. and 11,758,601,000 crs. The trade 
balance for the month was therefore unfavourable to the 
extent of 8,515,000 crs., while during the period January- 
August last a favourable balance was recorded amounting 
in value to 1,308,483,000 crs. 
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The values of the chief groups of imports and exports are 
shown in the following table :—

FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-AUGUST. 


Returns of French foreign trade for the first eight months 
of 1927 show that the value of imports amounted to 34,957 
million francs as against 39,639 million frs. in the corre- 
sponding period of 1926, a decrease of 4,682 million frs., or 
nearly 12 per cent. The value of exports totalled 35,738 
million frs. as compared with 37,600 million frs., a decline 
of 1,862 million frs., or nearly 5 per cent. Imports of raw 
materials fell by 5,352 million frs. and those of manufac- 
tured articles by 1,398 million frs., but there was an 
increase of 2,069 million frs. in exports of foodstuffs, while 
those of raw materials rose by 321 million frs. and of food- 
stuffs by 184 million frs. There was, however, a fall of 
2,366 million frs. in exports of manufactured articles. 

For the first eight months of i927 visible exchanges 
showed a favourable balance of 781 million frs., whereas in 
the same period of 1926 there was an unfavourable balance 
of 2,039 million frs. As in July, there was a favourable 
balance in August, amounting to 516 million frs. 

As regards weight, imports in the first eight months of 
1927 amounted to 33,926,000 tons as against 30,879,000 tons 
in the corresponding period of 1926, an increase of over 
three million tons, and exports to 24,694,000 tons as against 
21,684,000 tons, an advance of about the same extent. 
Imports of raw materials rose by 1,827,000 tons and of 
foodstuffs by 1,365,000 tons, but there was a fall of 145,000 
tons in those of manufactured articles. Exports of raw 
materials rose by 2,706,000 tons and of manufactured 
articles by 436,000 tons, but there was a fall of 133,000 tons 
in those of foodstuffs. 





SWEDEN. 





CONDITIONS IN TRADE AND INDUSTRY. 


The Swedish Consul-General in London states that econo- 
mic developments in Sweden during the spring and summer 
of 1927 have, on the whole, been favourable, and there are 
indications of general progress in most industries. As com- 
pared with 1926 the Swedish foreign trade turn-over for the 
first half of 1927 shows an increase both in volume and 
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value, and the excess of imports, normal for the season, has 
been unusually smalil. As a result of the favourable de- 
velopment of foreign trade the money market has remained 
easy and there has been a good supply of capital, which, to 
a considerable extent, has been invested abroad. 

In the iron and steel industry no improvement has, how- 
ever, yet been noticeable, and prices for pig-iron have 
further declined, though for rough-bars and high-grade 
steel the position has been relatively satisfactory. In com- 
parison with the second quarter of 1926 and the first quarter 
of the present year the total production has been somewhat 
reduced. 

In tthe sawmill industry business has been good and 
prices are firm. Sales have proceeded normally, and up 
tili August amounted to 780,000 standards. 

The position in the wood-pulp industry is rather uncer- 
tain, but the stabilisation which made its appearance after 
the fall in prices during the spring has been maintained 
throughout the summer. During the second quarter of the 
year the export of pulp amounted to 360,900 tons, which, 
however, is 35,700 tons iess than for the same period of 
1926. 

Unemployment still prevails on a comparatively large scale 
and shows no decided tendency to diminish, though a slight 
improvement has been noticed as compared with the cor- 
responding period of 1926 and the first quarter of 1927.

TRADE OF CANTON, JANUARY-JUNE. 


The British Vice-Consul at Canton reporis that during the 
period under review trade conditions in Canton have been 
comparatively free from political influences, with the result 
that business in this area has shown a slow but definite 
improvement. The movement for the severance of economic 
relations with the British continued spasmodically, bul 
appears to have had little or no popular support, and such 
activities of this nature as came to light usually proved to 
be financed by rival Chinese concerns. 

Silk.—Money was unusually scarce on the occasion of the 
Chinese New Year, with the result that many contracts were 
broken and bills refused through inability to pay. Chinese 
holders of silk had mortgaged the bulk of last season’s stock 
to foreign banks on Shameen, most of which declined to 
increase advances, with the result that native spinners, 
being hard pressed for money, had to realise holdings at 
reduced prices. The silk market, however, became firmer 
after the Chinese New Year, being helped by a sudden drop 
in the exchange and an increased demand from the United 
States, New York buyers showing interest in the new high- 
grade styles representing an attempt on the part of the 
Chinese to improve the quality of their produce. The latter 
had achieved a bad reputation during the boycott period, 
when it was not possible to bring silk on to Shameen for 
inspection purposes, with the result that a considerable 
quantity of inferior goods found their way into foreign 
markets, causing a serious reaction from which the local 
trade is only just beginning to recover. Demand for higher 
grade silk later manifested itself from France, and prices 
generally reacted favourably to this increased activity, with 
the result that by the end of the season local stocks have 
been reduced to 3,000 bales, and holders were in a strong 
position 

Rice.—The local rice crop will also be adversely affected 
by the heavy rains experienced this spring, many of the 
paddy fields having been inundated. Local forecasts place 
it at 65 per cent. of a full crop as compared with 75 per 
cent. for the autumn crop of last year. The rice produced 
in this district is not, even in the best seasons, sufficient 
for local consumption, and considerable quantities are 
normally imported from Saigon and the Yangtse, while 
small amounts of Kwangtung rice are exported to America. 
The Yangtse supply has now been cut off by the war in the 
north, with the result that this province has had to ensure 
for her own needs the whole of the local crop by placing an 
embargo on its export, and is in addition importing in- 
creased quantities of Saigon rice. The position which 
Canton had gained during the boycott period as the rice 
market for South China did not continue for long, and im- 
norters now maintain their principal establishments in 
Hong-Kong once more. 

Tea.—An interesting and unexpected result of the con- 
version of the Indian currency to a gold basis was a revival 
of the Canton tea trade at the beginning of the year. The 
consequent fall in the Chinese dollar after vast quantities of 
Indian silver had been thrown on the market made it pos- 
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sible for Canton tea to compete with those of India and 
Ceylon, and it is stated that more has been exporied from 
Canton this year than during the last thirty years. It is 
doubtful if this revival will be maintained, however, as 
Canton tea is of a special scented variety with normally a 
very limited market, being chiefly exported to Australia. 

Piece-goods.—The piece-goods trade is improving. Re- 
ports from Hong-Kong state that clearances for January and 
February showed a 50 per cent. increase over the same 
period in 1926, and were within 25 per cent of the total 
for the same period in 1925. Sales were three times those 
for 1926, five times those for 1925, and two-thirds of normal. 
Several orders have been received for autumn delivery. 
Prospects for British textiles have been further improved by 
the rise in the price of Japanese goods due to labour de- 
mands and financial stringency in Japan. 

Sulphate of Ammonia.—The use of sulphate of ammonia 
as an agricultural fertiliser is increasing greatly in South 
China. The total imports for Hong-Kong and Cantor 
during the first six months of the current year amounted 
to about 600,000 piculs, most of which came from Great 
Britain, Germany and America, while in addition 100 tons 
a month were imported from Dairen. This represents about 
double the consumption for a similar period last year, an 
increase which cannot be attributed to the cessation of the 
boycott, but which is due chiefly to the growing popularity 
of this fertiliser among the peasants of South China, a 
popularity which has been developed by means of propa- 
ganda and practical demonstrations during the past few 
years. 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 





IMPORT TRADE OF SOUTH-EASTERN 
STATES IN JUNE. 


(From the British Consul. ) 
ATLANTA. 


According to statistics compiled from Customs returns 
the total value of the principal imports into the States of 
North and South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama and Florida 
during June last was 6,744,051 dollars as compared with 
7,622,000 dols. in May. The chief items were fertiliser 
materials 1,252,600 dols., paper 1,109,100 dols., sugar 
1,080,500 dols., tobacco 803,100 dols., fresh fruit 800,300 
dols., petroleum and products 671,60(' dols., coffee 332,300 
dols., creosote oil 185,300 dols., short staple cotton 52,400 
dols., jute burlaps and fabrics 51,500 dols., raw human 
hair 31,000 dols., and cement 28,000 dols. 

It will be observed that the June total was approximately 
900,000 dols. less than that for May. Among the com- 
modities imported in June may be mentioned the following, 
which do not appear in previous returns :—Cigarette paper 
from France, menthol from Japan, cotton waste from 
Germany. It must be borne in mind that these statistics 
refer only to direct imports and do not include goods, chiefly 
manufactured articles, bought from importers in New York.

RESTRICTIONS ON THE USE OF FOREIGN 
COAL APPLIED TO COKE. 


The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ’’ for 21st September contains a 
Royal Order (No. 1194), dated 20th September, which pro- 
vides that the prescriptions of the Royal Decree-Law No. 
1377, and especially those contained in ‘titulo’ II. of 
Base VI.,* concerning the obligatory consumption of national 
coal, are applicable to coke in the same way as to coal. 

So far as concerns the coal-consuming undertakings and 
industries specified in Royal Order No. 1,010 (i.e., the Royal 
Order of 6th August, noted at pp. 206-7 of the ‘‘ Journal ”’ 
of 25th August), the ‘‘ coefficients of tolerance ’’ assigned by 
that Order shall only be applied in respect of coke up to 
the just equivalent of the proportion of imported coal which 
those undertakings, etc., are allowed to consume. 

In order to give effect to these principles the Executive 
Committee for Solid Fuel shall establish the regulations 
which are to be observed in each case.

THE HAZEL NUT CROP. 


(From the British Consul. ) 
TREBIZOND. 

This year’s Turkish hazel nut crop, while less exceptional 
than the phenomenal yield of two years ago, is not only 
well above the average, but sufficiently abundant to make 
up to a great extent for the serious loss occasioned by last 
year’s almost total failure. 

The total yield, over a district which extends from west of 
Ordu to the Russian frontier, is reliably estimated at 850,000 
cantars (of 44 okes or 123 lbs.) as compared with about 
1,050,000 cantars in 1925, a decrease of 200,000 cantars or 
19 per cent. On the basis of approximate total value the 
figures for 1925 and 1927—£2,400,000 and £1,200,000—re- 
spectively, show a drop in sterling value of no less than 
50 per cent., accounted for, apart from the lesser quantity, 
by two additional adverse factors, namely, the much lower 
prices now prevailing and the considerably lower level of 
the Turkish currency. 

The average quality is reported to be excellent, and the 
nuts are of good size, on the whole, in spite of the heavy 
crop. Advance sales began to be effected in Europe three 
months before the crop was ready, at prices ranging from 
180s. to 190s. per 100 kilogs., c.i.f. port of destination. At 
Trebizond at the same time prices varied between 140s. and 
160s. f.o.b. Then no more business was done for about six 
weeks, and as soon as the crop began to come in prices fell

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rapidly, from 83 piastres per oke (2°8 lbs.) on 21st August 
to 70 piastres on 29th August. Within a few days, how- 
ever, they began to rise in very marked fashion, owing to 
sudden demands from Europe, and, at the time of writing 
(4th September), are wavering between the 76 piastres 
offered by the local European exporting firms and the 80 
piastres being asked by the Turkish merchants. Further 
rises are expected. (All the above prices are for the shelled 
nuts.) 

Trebizond, and still more Kerassund, which may be said 
to be entirely dependent on its nuts, have been suffering 
severely from scarcity of money for a considerable time past, 
consequent on last year’s failure both in nuts and tobacco. 
This year’s all-round successful harvest should mean that 
the local Turkish merchants will be able, not only to pay 
off old debts, but to embark on new orders with a better 
prospect of satisfactory seitlement than is usually to be 
looked for in this district.

IMPORTATION OF USED CLOTHING, ETC.: 
TEMPORARY RESTRICTIVE REGULATIONS. 


The Irish Trade Journal for Sepiember contains the follow- 
ing notice regarding the importation of rags, second-hand 
clothing and articles of used bedding, viz. :— 

‘* The Minister for Local Government and Public Health 
has, under the powers conferred by Section 149 of the Public 
Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, issued temporary regulations 
restricting the importation from Great Britain of rags, 
second-hand clothing, and articles of used bedding. Such 
articles may, as from the Ist September, be imported only 
through the ports of Dublin, Cork, Galway, or Waterford, 
and the port sanitary authorities of these four ports will 
undertake to disinfect the articles and return them to the 
custody of the Customs and Excise authorities. 

‘‘ Articles transmitted by the postal service or forming 
part of passengers’ luggage, and goods in course of transit 
through Sdorstat Eireann to an outside destination (if suit- 
ably packed) are not subject to restrictions. 

** Second-hand clothing, used bedding and rags accom- 
panied by a certificate of the Medical Officer of Health of 
the place of origin or of the port of arrival in Ireland that 
they have been efficiently disinfected may be imported in 
the same manner as hitherto, as may similar articles accom- 
panied by a certificate from a medical officer of health in 
Northern Ireland that they have not been imported from 
Great Britain.’’ 





BRITISH INDIA. 





PROPOSED EXEMPTION FROM DUTY OF 
CERTAIN MACHINERY AND MILL STORES. 


With reference to the notices published in the ‘** Journal ”’ 
of 9th June and 18th August (pages 675-6 and 181 respec- 
tively) respecting the Indian Tariff Board’s Report on the 
Cotton Textile Industry, and the decision of the Govern- 
ment of India to remove the import duties on certain 
machinery and mill stores, it should be noted that a Bill 
for enactment as the Indian Tariff (Amendment) Act, 1927, 
was introduced in the Legislative Assembly on 18th August 
for the purpose of giving effect to this decision. 

The effect of the measure, which is to become operative 
as from 1st October, is to provide for the duty-free admis- 
sion of the following articles, the Tariff number being 
indicated in brackets, viz.:—Sago flour (No. 1B); tallow 
(No. 6A); china clay (No. 8A); bleaching paste and bleach- 
ing powder (No. 13A); magnesium chloride (No. 14A); dyes 
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derived from coal-tar and coal-tar derivatives used in any 
dyeing process (No. 14C); ropes, cotton (No. 24A); starch and 
farina (No. 24B), and the following kinds of machinery (Nos. 
1I8A, 18B, 18C and 18D), viz. :— 

MACHINERY. 


1i8A MACHINERY, namely, such of the following articles 

ws are not otherwise specified :— 

(1) prime-movers, boilers, locomotive engines and 
tenders for the same, portable engines (includ- 
ing power-driven road rollers, fire engines 
and tractors), and other machines in which 
the prime-mover is not separable from the 
operative parts; 

(2) machines amd sets of machines to be worked 
by electric, steam, water, fire or other power, 
not being manual or animal labour, or which 
before being brought into use require to be 
fixed with reference to other moving parts; 
apparatus and appliances, not to be operated 
by manual or animal labour, which are 
designed for use in an industrial system as 
parts indispensable for its operation and 
have been given for that purpose some 
special shape or quality which would not be 
essential for their use for any other pur- 
pose ; 

(4) control gear, self-acting or otherwise, and 
transmission-gear designed for use with any 
machinery above specified, including belting 
of all materials and driving chains, but 
excluding driving ropes not made of cotton; 

(5) bare hard-drawn electrolytic copper wires 
and cables and other electrical wires and 
cables. insulated or not; and poles, troughs, 
conduits and insulators designed as parts of 
a transmission system, and the fittings 
thereof. 


Note.—The term ‘ industrial system’ used in sub-clause (3) means 
an installation designed to be employed directly in the performance 
of any process or series of processes necessary for the manufac- 
ture, production or extraction of any commodity. 

Note.—Articles of machinery defined above shall not be deemed 
to be included under Tariff No. 63. 


18B The following TEXTILE MACHINERY AND APPARATUS by 
whatever power operated, namely, healds, heald 
cords and heald knitting needles; reeds and 
shuttles; warp and weft preparation machinery 
and looms; bobbins and pirns; dobbies; Jacquard 
machines; Jacquard harness linen cards; Jac- 
quard cards; punching plates for Jacquard cards; 
warping mills; multiple box sleys; solid border 
sleys; tape sleys; swivel sleys; tape looms; wool 
carding machines; wool spinning machines;

Note.—Duty free admission of printing and lithographic materia} 
is provided for, as it is considered undesirable to retain the duty 
of 24 per cent. ad valorem when the duty on other machinery is 
being removed. 


18D COMPONENT PARTS OF MACHINERY, as defined in Nos. 
18A, 18B and 18C, namely, such parts only as are 
essential for the working of the machine or 
apparatus and have been given for that purpose 
some special shape or quality which would not be 
essential for their use for any other purpose: 

Provided that articles which do not satisfy this 
condition shall also be deemed to be component 
parts of the machine to which they belong if they 
are essential to its operation and are imported 
with it in such quantities as may appear to the 

Collector of Customs to be reasonable.” 


Note.—Articles of machinery as defined in No. 18D shall not be 
deemed to be included under Tariff No. 63. 

In addition the Bill provides for admission under a new 
Tariff No. (483A) of artificial silk yarn and warps, and arti- 
ficial silk thread, at the rate of 73 per cent. ad valorem.

NEW GUINEA AND NORFOLK ISLAND. 


CONTROL OF DANGEROUS DRUGS. 


The Commonwealth of Australia ‘‘Gazette’’ for 11th 
August contains the text of the Dangerous Drugs Ordinance, 
1927 (No. 27 of 1927) for the Territory of New Guinea and of 
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a similar Ordinance (No. 1 of 1927) for the Territory of 
Norfolk Island. These two Ordinances, the text of which 
may be seen by persons interested at the Department of 
Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1, 
prohibit the importation, exportation, manufacture and sale 
of raw or prepared opium, and provide for the control of the 
es exportation or manufacture of other dangerous 
drugs.

CUSTOMS DUTY ON CIGARETTES. 


Order in Council No. 16 of 1927, dated 15th August, 1927, 
amends the First Schedule to the Customs Tariff Ordinance, 
1924, by imposing the following amended duty on cigarettes 
imported into Nigeria, viz. :— 

37 (c) Cigarettes— 

(1) Not exceeding 3 lb. weight the 1,000, per 100 Is. 6d. 
(2) Exceeding 3 lb. weight the 1,000, per pound 6s. 

The Order in Council applies to the British Cameroons as 

well as to the rest of the Protectorate and the Colony.

“ TEMPORARY DUTY-FREE ADMISSION ” OF 
SUGAR. 


The French ‘ Journal Officiel’’ for 17th September con- 
tains a Decree, dated 13th September, which extends to 
Algeria the system already in force in France for the tem- 
porary duty-free admission of raw sugar to be refined and 
re-exported as refined sugar or in the form of sugared goods. 
The system is applicable to all sugar, whether of French, 
French Colonial or foreign origin, and duty-free admission 
involves also the suspension of the Customs surtax, internal 
consumption duty and sea octroi duty. The import of raw 
sugar under this system, and the re-export of the refined or 
manufactured products, may only take place through 
Algiers, Oran and Philippeville. |

TARIFF MODIFICATIONS (FRANCO-GERMAN 
AGREEMENT). 


CORRECTIONS.

TARIFF TREATMENT OF GERMAN 
REPARATIONS IN KIND. 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ for 4th September con- 
tains a Decree, dated 3rd September, which lays down the 
Tariff treatment to be applied to goods imported into France 
from Germany as reparations in kind. According to 
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‘‘ L’Exportateur Francais ’’ for 15th September the effect of 
this Decree is as follows :— 

A. Goods covered by the Decrees of 28th July and 30th 
December, 1922 (i.e., those which have already been ad- 
mitted at favourable rates when imported as reparations in 
kind, including bar iron, sheet iron and steel, special steels, 
rolled tin and zinc, fireproof earthenware, sacks, colours, 
wall paper, leather, steam engines, spinning frames, weav- 
ing, knitting and hosiery looms, dynamo-electric machines, 
tools, certain hardware, typewriters, scientific instruments, 
etc.): These articles are to continue to pay the same duties 
as formerly, i.e., the ‘‘ Minimum ”’ Tariff rates in force prior 
fo 6th September, without the application of the two 
increases of 30 per cent. These duties are to apply irrespec- 
live of whether or not the ‘‘ Minimum ”’ duties were altered 
by the recent Franco-German Agreement. 

B. Goods nor covered by the Decrees of 28th July and 
3s0th December, 1922: These are dutiable according to the 
effect of the Franco-German Agreement on them, as fol- 
lows :— 

(1) Those included in Schedule A to the Agreement—at 
the ‘Minimum ”’ rates without the application of the two 
increases of 30 per cent. 

(2) Those included in Schedule B to the Agreement—at 
the (new) ‘‘ Minimum ”’ rates without deduction; (4) below 
may, however, be applied when it is more favourable. 

(3) Those included in Schedule C to the Arrangement—at 
the ‘* Intermediate ’’ rates without the application of the 
two increases of 30 per cent. 

(4) Those not included in Schedules A, B and C to the 
Agreement—at the ‘* General ’’ rates without the applica- 
lion of the two increases of 30 per cent. 





GREECE. 





INCREASE OF DUTIES ON CERTAIN ANIMALS 
AND FOODSTUFFS. 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 15th September (page 304), H.M. Repre- 
sentative at Athens has now forwarded translations of two 
Decrees of 28th August which withdraw all the reduced 
rates for the conversion of Customs, etc., duties from 
gold to paper drachmez and suspensions of duty, with 
the exception of the following :— 

1 paper drachma per gold drachma. 
Tariff No. 276 (c). Vessels in general. 
4 paper drachme per gold drachma. 
ex Tariff No. 57 (d). Cement. 
6 paper drachme per gold drachma. 
Tariff No. 7 (1). Malt. 
ex Tariff No. 57 (d). Hydraulic lime and puzzolana. 
Tariff No. 60 (6). Petroleum for the New Provinces. 

The goods in respect of which the reduced conversion 
rates (or suspension of duties) have been withdrawn, and 
which consequently have to pay duty at the full rate of 
14 paper drachme per gold drachma, are as follows :—Fresh 
meat, cheese, melted cooking butter, milk and condensed 
milk, foodstuffs from fisheries, common red caviar, etc., and 
pulse (formerly duty-free); coal, briquettes and coke (formerly 
15 paper dr. per gold dr.); cattle, sheep, goats, pigs, birds 
(formerly 3 paper dr. per gold dr.); bran (formerly 5 paper 
dr. per gold dr.); prepared and preserved meats, lactic flour, 
prepared fish, cereals (except wheat and meslin), flour 
(except wheat flour), husked rice and rice straw, cocoa, 
unwrought iron (formerly 6 paper dr. per gold dr.); mar- 
garine, edible pastes, concentrated tomato purée (formerly 
8 paper dr. per gold dr.); and wheat and meslin (formerly 
10 paper dr. per gold dr.). 





HAYTI. 





CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFIED. 


““Le Moniteur ’’ of Hayti for 11th August contains a Law, 
dated 29th July, modifying various headings in the Haytian 
Customs Tariff (in some cases increasing the duties, and 
in other cases reducing them), and introducing a number 
of additional items to cover goods not specified in the 1926 
Tariff. In general, textiles are not affected by the altera- 
lions, although the duties on cotton and wool felts are 
modified. Among the articles covered by the revision may 
be mentioned asbestos, lubricating oils and greases, paraffin 
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a 





wax, various cutlery goods, tins for preserves, vegetable 
oils, soap, leather, etc., polishes, waxed cloth, certain paper 
and board, various machines, and cycles.

EXPORT TARIFF MODIFICATIONS. 


A recent Mexican Decree provides that hair waste (felt) 
consisting of hairs of small animals (generally accompanied 
by lime products), white beans, linseed, banana flour, and 
kaolin may be exported from Mexico without payment of 
export duty. 





POLAND. 





INCREASED CUSTOMS DUTIES ON GOODS 
FROM NON-TREATY COUNTRIES. 


A Law of 22nd November, 1924, empowered the Polish 
Government to increase by 100 per cent. the Customs duties 
on goods imported from countries with which Poland has 
not concluded a Commercial Treaty, and to impose duties 
on goods, normally duty-free, imported from such 
countries. 

An Order of 11th August provides that this Law is to 
come into force on 26th December, 1927. The ‘* duty-free ”’ 
goods which will become dutiable when imported from 
non-Treaty countries include certain cereals, pulse, vege- 
tables and cattle. 





POLAND (DANZIG). 





REDUCED DUTIES ON CERTAIN GOODS 
EXPORTED FROM DANZIG. 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 26th August, 1926 (page 244), it should 
be noted that in virtue of an Order, dated llth August, 
the provisions of the Order of 20th July, 1926, permitting 
the export from Danzig, at a reduced rate of duty, of 
certain goods originating in the Free City of Danzig, 
within the limits of fixed contingents, have been continued 
in force for a further year until 3lst March, 1928. 

The following amendments have been made in the list of 
coods affected :— 

Raw hides in waste and cuttings may be exported at the 
rate of 2 zloty per 100 kilogs. up to a contingent of 25 metric 
tons; glyceric soapy lyes may be exported duty-free up to 
200 metric tons; and the provision under which 2,000 tons 
of wheat could be exported duty-free has been withdrawn.

INCREASED DUTIES ON SUGAR. 


The ‘‘ Diario do Governo’’ (Lisbon) for 9th September 
contains a Decree (No. 14,241), dated &th September, in- 
creasing the Customs duties on sugar, glucose, etc., 
imported into Portugal, Madeira and the Azores. The new 
rates of duty under the ‘‘ Minimum ”’ Tariff, together with

The preference of 50 per cent. of the duty, which, in 
the terms of existing legislation, is applicable to sugar of 


Colonial origin imported into Continental Portugal, will 
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be allowed on 77,000 tons up to 3lst December, 1928 
(62,000 tons from Mozambique, 14,000 from Angola, and 
1,000 from the Cape Verde Islands). When the sugar is 
produced by companies composed exclusively of Portuguese 
citizens the rate of preference will be 60 per cent. 

Provision is made for the re-establishment of the former 
duties in the event of prices in the home market rising 
above a specified limit, or if the imports of Colonial sugar 
in the sugar year are less than 65,000 tons. The new duties 
will only be enforced in the Azores when the sugar manu- 
facturers agree to purchase the local sugar beet crop at a 
minimum price of 60 centavos (gold) per 100 kilogs.

SERB-CROAT-SLOVENE KINGDOM. 





CUSTOMS CLASSIFICATION OF COAL. 


An Order published in the ‘“ Official Gazette ’’ of the 
Serb-Croat-Slovene Kingdom for 17th August provides that 
coal which is shown on analysis to have all the qualities 
specified for anthracite, but which contains over 8 per cent. 
of inflammable matter, will be classed as anthracite if it 
originates in mines of carboniferous formation in the strata 
of which only anthracite is found. Importers of such coal 
must submit a certificate from the competent mining 
authorities in the country of origin, showing the mine from 
which the coal has been taken, as well as a certificate from 
the Serb-Croat-Slovene Ministry of Forests and Mines to the 
effect that, in accordance with the carboniferous formation 
of the mine in question, anthracite exclusively is found. 





SPAIN. 





IMPORT SURTAX AT BARCELONA. 
A recent Royal Decree provides, inter alia, for the estab- 
lishment of a surtax of 1 per cent. of the Customs duty on 
all goods imported through the Barcelona Customs House.

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period 20th-30th September in respect of import and export 
duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or 
notes of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 14-02 per cent.
